The Chicago Express Wrecked Near 
Alliance, Ohio, and 
Sereral 
Persons Eilled and 
Injured. 


PITTBBDBO, Aug. 18.—The Chicago 
expreBR, east-bound on the Cleveland 
and Pittsburg, jumped the track at Bay- 
ard station, near Alliance, O., at 4 
o'clock this morning, 
wrecking 
one 
sleeper. One person was killed and 
three seriously injured. The Port Wayne 
road was obstructed at Alliance by a 
freight wreck and the train was ordered 
by way of the Cleveland and Pittsburg 
road. The rails spread on the sharp 
curve near Bayard and the 
Toledo 
sleeper was derailed and fell on its side. 
Two Chicago sleepers also jumped the 
track, but were afterward pulled on and 
escaped injury. 
The caaualtieB are: 
O. Warn, colored porter, Pittsburg, 
crushed to death. 


J. L. Maloney, Detroit, badly cut 
about the face, head and breast, and be- 
lieved to be fatally injured. 


W. H. Denniston, Pittsburg, badly 
bruised, and will probably recover. 


Oeorge D. Lawson, Washington, D. 
C., badly cut about the head, neck and 
breast, will recover. 


W. A. McCoy, Pittsburg, bruised and 
injured internally, very serious. 


The passengers in the other sleepers 
were badly shaken up, but sustained no 
serious injuries. 
The injured were 
taken to the hotel at Bayard.

He Sounds His Vle^rs on Civil Service 
and Leads in Liberal Thoughts 
and Ideas. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Civil Service 
Commissioner Edgerton is making the 
final revisions in his report on the al- 
leged violations of the civil service law 
in the Chicago postoffice. He said that 
the reports of the board would probably 
be made public to-morrow. 
'*I say re- 
ports, "said the commissioner, "because 
there will certainly be two, and the 
probabilities are that there will be three. 
Mr. Lyman has examined my report, 
and he does not agree with the conclu- 
sion I have 
drawn. 
He 
is 
prepar- 
ing a report of his own, which, I am in- 
clined to think, will differ radically from 
this one of mine. 
I feel sure, too, that 
Mr. Oberly will have a report of his own, 
which, while it may agree with mine in 
several particulars, will differ from it 
greatly in several m<iterial points." Mr. 
Edgerton was asked to allow his report 
to be seen, but he declined to do so, as 
he said the whole matter will be made 
public in a day or two, at the furthest^

services invaluable. 
There is no occa- 
sion for these investigations. 
The work 
of the commission is one continued in- 
vestigation of a modified and perfectly 
proper kind. 
All papers coming before 
us are carefully examined, and if we dis- 
cover any 
flaws, 
explanations are 
at 
once demanded. 
How absnrd is an in 
vestigation by a tribilnai that cann o 
punish. 
We spend government t i m 
and money in overhauling the acts of an 
official, and if we discover any evedence 
of wrong, what can we do? Nothing. I 
contend the power of commission ends 
when an appointment is made. 
The in 
stant a person is taken from our eligible 
register we have no further authority as 
to the disposition of such person.

commission is here to procure efficient 
people for the public service; that being 
accomplished, we have performed our 
duty.

A HUGE PROJECT. 


Major C. T. Doxey, of Anderson, a 
large owner of gas well property and a 
man who has given much attention to 
natural gas matters, has sent out a plan 
to pipe the state and supply the cities 
with natural gas. 
Major Doxey is en- 
terprising and can be recalled as the 
gentleman who, by proxy, operated a 
bucket shop in Fort Wayne some years 
ago. 


The major says that from all the wells 
that have been drilled outside of what is 
known as the "gas district" not enough 
gas has been produced to pay 25 per cent, 
of the money expended; 
while 
on the 
other hand, nine out of ten wells in the 
gas district are paying producers. These 
wells are principally 
in the territory in- 
cluded between the towns of Anderson, 
Mnncie and Kokomo, an area about 
thirty-five miles square, of about 800,- 
000 acres; of this about 25,000 acres have 
been leased. 
From this field the cities 
of central Indiana must be supplied 
with gas, and 
Major 
Doxey 
sug- 
gests the following plan: A stock com- 
pany should be formed with an author- 
ized capital of say $3,000,000, in shares 
of !ti25 each. 
As a basis for subscrip- 
tion to the capital stock, in the city of 
Indianapolis, the subscriber of each $25 
share of stock (except manufacturers) to 
be allowed the free perpetual use of gas, 
to be supplied through what is known 
as a No. 5 air mixer, and subscribers to 
more shares to be allowed the use of as 
much more in proportion. 
A No. 5 
mixer is sufficient for all ordinary stoves, 
and two or more of them can be utiited 
for larger fires. For manufactories the 
subscriptions should be based upon one 
$25 share of stock for each engine horse 
power used. 
Lower rates are proposed 
for smaller cities and towns, where there 
are fewer coDSumers, and tbe capital 
stock thus derived is to be used in con- 
structing pipe lines, piping the cities 
and securing the leases 
and 
wells. 
Major Doxey makes detailed calcula- 
tions as to the cost of furnishing gas by 
the plan indicated, his estimates being 
as follows: Indianapolis; $500,000; Tip- 
ton, Frankfort and Lafayette line, $365,- 
000, 
which 
includes 
$20,000 
for 
Tipton, $25,000 for Frankfort, $75,- 
000 for Lafayette, $20,000 for leases 
and wells, and $225,000 for the main 
pipe line, forty-five miles in length. 
The estimated cost for a separate line to 
Loganeport is $210,000; for Fort Wayne 
$270,000. 
For the New Castle and Bich- 
mond line, which is to supply New Cas- 
tle, Hagerstown, Washington and Bich- 
mond, the estimated cost is $375,000. 
This would make the total cost of the 
entire plant $1,720,000, exclusive of right 
of way. The calculation as to the num- 
ber of stoves to be supplied is as follows: 
Indianapolis 43,000 which, ac $25 (one 
share for each stove or mixer) would 
realize $1,075,000. 
Lafayette line 14.- 
700, at $50 for each, $735.000; Logans- 
port 9,000 at $50 each, $450,000; Fort 
Wayne 15,000 at $50 each, $750,000; 
New Castle line, 11,850 at $50 each, 
$592,500. If every consumer became a 
subscriber it would give a total capital 
stock of $3,602,500. 
The cost of the 
plant would be $1,720,000, leaving an 
excess of $1,882,500. 
These estimates 
do not include the mannfactories, from 
which a very large amount could be ob- 
tained. 
It is not to be presumed, says 
Major 
Doxey, 
that 
every 
consumer 
would take stock, but fully 
one 
half 
would, and this would be enough, 
and 
the rest could be sold gas at reasonable 
rates. 
Within a year, he adds, it is 
reasonable to suppose that pipe lines 
will be laid to Cincinnati and Chicago, 
thus taking the gas away from Indiana. 
He thinks tbe proposed company can be 
organized and put to work in a few weeks 
and that it can get gas in the various 
places by December I. 
He will be glad 
to consult with people or committees over 
the matter.

"The appointments on resignations and 
commissions expired were 6,863 during 
the year; on removals and suspensions, 
2,584; on changes of names and sites, 
482; on deaths of postmasters, 589. The 
total;number of postoffices of all grades 
in operation July 1, 1887, was 58,157. 


Builder's Trade League. 
CHARIIESTON, S. C., Aug. 18.—The 
Builders' Trade league of Georgia, com- 
posing brickmakers, stonemasons, car- 
penters, tinners and painters do no work 
with non-union men and do no work in 
any sub-contract j ob. Fifty-eight hours 
a week is the limit, and all firms fur- 
nishing building material to contractors 
who exact more than fifty-eight hours 
are to be boycotted.

Acupuncture. 


Shampooing, acupuncture, or pierc- 
ing of the body with needles, and the 
burning of moxas on the skin have 
from tha earliest times formed the sta- 
ple of J a p a n e s e surgical skilL T h e 
Wind ^ d dumb Lave always been edu- 
cated in the first two, and have acqxdred 
extraordinary skill as shampooers in 
many muscular or intestinal complaints. 
They are allowed to combine music and 
money-lending with their main calling, 
and go about toward evening with a 
low whistle for a street cry. 
The best 
of these shampooers know all the su- 
perficial muscles, and their services 
are called in for headache, hysteria, 
and paralysis. 
Degrees, too, were 
conferred on them, with ceremonial 
robes and white wands surmounted by 
wooden balls. 
The medical school, es- 
tablished A. D. 
had a professor of 
shampooing with ten pupils, and an- 
other of acupuncture with twenty. In 
820 five acupuncturists were attached 
to the imperial palace, being paid by 
the month, and obliged to keep up 
their knowledge of their own subject aa 
well as of the pulse, surgery, botany, 
and prescribiiig by studying particular 
books. 
Acupuncture is not an inven- 
tion of the Japanese, the first treatise 
upon it being attributed to a Chinese 
under the Sung dynasty, although the 
form of the needles used and the mode 
of their employment have been much 
improved 
upon by them; 
tubular 
needles, for instance, were invented in 
1688. 
It should not be forgotten that 
Asciepiades, in tbe first century of our 
era, recdmmended needle-puncture for 
dropsy. 
T h e operation 
consists in 
driving 
fine gold, 
silver, 
or 
steel 
needles from one-half to three-quarters 
of an inch into the flesh. The needles 
are of various forms and have spirally- 
grooved handles for the better twirling 
of the instrument 
The operator holda 
a needle lightly with the left hand, 
resting the point upon the skin of the 
patient. 
He then inserts it by a slight 
tap on the handle, given with a small 
wooden mallet held in the right hand. 
The needle is then gently pushed and 
twirled until it penetrates to the proper 
depth, and after a few seconds is slowly 
drawn in the same manner, the skin 
about the puncture being subsequently 
chafed for a few moments. 
T h e num- 
ber of 
perforations made at one time 
varies from one to twenty, and they are 
oftenest 
made in the abdomen, to 
which, however, they are not confined i 
special treatises laying down the spot^ 
to be pierced in various diseases, and 
one division of study distinguishing on 
the back the so-called hollow spots 
(more than a hundred in number)— 
"where the end of the nerve-fibers ara 
found"—for the 
application of the 
needle or the moxa. 
A faint effort was 
made to introduce the Japanese needles 
into England aod France in 1825, but 
although combined with electricity, it 
came to nothing.— Westminster 
Re- 
view.

He named the "King's Arms," 
said we should find the host a jolly fel- 
low, and, above all, he was the only 
man in that part of the country who 
could give us a basin of real turtle 
soup, and cheap, too. 
We could 
scarcely believe it, and the few miles 
flew by in joyful anticipation of our 
first course. 
Arrived at the "King's 
Arms" we sought "mine host,"^appar- 
ently a very genial soul, but to our in- 
tense surprise on mentioning turtle 
soup he flew into a tovroring rage, said 
we could see his bill of fare, and if 
that didn't suit us we could leave it. 
We should have thought him quite in- 
sulting and turned our backs upon him, 
but were curious to know what angered 
him. 
We stajed, had a very good 
dinner, minus the soup, but saw no 
more of the proprietor during our 
short sojourn. Of the waiter, how- 
ever, we inquired about the turtle soup 
and his abruptness to us. 
He smiled

£5) about a week before the dinner, 
and boasted to everybody that he was 
goin' to 'surprise the natives.' 
Well, 
a day or so before the feast a gentle- 
man told master the turtle would enjoy 
a sea bath, which would improve him 
for the soup, so master took him down 
to the beach, tied a rope on his leg, and 
sat down to watch his prize. 
Then." 
said our informant, "the old beg^: 
(master) dropped off to sleep, let go 
the rope, and so the turtle went off to 
sea and so boss has been teased to death 
about it.^—Detroit Free Press. 


Tortnre in 0 1 % ISmes. 


There were three principal kinds of 
torture inflicted by the inquisition—^the 
r o ^ , the trough, and water and fire— 
writes John Burnley. 
In the first the 
hands of the accused were tied behind, 
his back, and then a rope was fastened 
to the wrists, and by this rope and a 
pulley he was raised into the air to a 
considerable height, and after being 
held suspended for a time he was sud- 
denly let fall to within about a foot and 
a half of the ground, the sudden stop 
giving him a jolt that 
dislocated his 
joints and caused him to utter the most 
piercing cries of anguish. 
And this 
was r e p e a t ^ as often as the doctor of 
the inquisition said the man could 
stand it. 


To intensify the horrors of the suffer- 
ings the torture was inflicted in a lurid 
subterranean vault in the presence of 
persons completely masked in black. 
If the victim would not yield to the 
rope the water torture was tried. A 
large piece of timber, hollowed out like 
a trough, had a sharp iron bar across 
it. 
The prisoner was placed in the 
trough, with this bar under his back, 
and his head and fee% were fastened 
down by cords to the ends of the trough. 
The presence of the bar and the tight- 
ness of the cords caused the person to 
experience inexpressible agony. 
But^ 
this was not all. 
They stopped up his 
nostrils, and, placing a piece of linen 
cloth over his mouth, which he was 
obliged to keep open, they poured a 
stream of water upon it from a con- 
siderable height. 


This forced the cloth deep into the 
throat of the sufferer and cut off his 
breath. 
When he was nearly dead his 
torturers rested from their inhuman 
work for some time to give him a 
chance to revive, and then went at 
him again, renewing the dose every 
time the doctor said iie could stand it 
The torture by fire v as the most hor- 
rible. A fierce fire was built, and the 
prisoner's feet, anointed with lard and 
other penetrating 
substances, 
were 
held dose to the flames. The pain 
was frightful. It often drove prisoners 
to confessions that were simply lies, 
and after the confession came the auto- 
da-fe, dozens of victims being led to 
the funeral pyres and burned in the 
presence of a holiday throng. 
The in- 
quisition ceased to exist in France in 
1789, in Germany in 1754, in Austria 
in 1776, and in Sweden in 1786. In 
1782 forty-eight gypsies were put to 
the rack in HunKary on an unfounded 
charge of cannibalism. — New York
